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If the Republicans Win 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: | 

The public opinion polls seem to be 
agreed that Dewey will be elected next 
month. If that happens and if the Re- 
publicans retain control of Congress, the 
Cutlook for the common man is bleak 
indeed ; for the Republican party op- 
erates apparently on the theory that the 
faster the rich are enabled to pile up 
the loot in their coffers, the larger and 
juicier will be the crumbs that fall from 
their tables for the sustenance of the 


poor. 

“This is the more charitable view. Some 
of us believe that the Republicans work 
indefatigably for the rich because the 
rich so cheerfully kick in fat contribu- 
tions to Republican campaign funds. 

It is no secret that the current ungod- 
ly high cost of living has forced millions 
of voters to sacrifice their savings. But 
the Hightieth Congress not only ignored 
this fact. It actually invited and spon- 
sored a filibuster to provide an excuse 
for its indifference. : 

‘If the next administration is 100 per 
cent Republican, the picking of the fi- 
nancial bones of the common people 
will certainly be continued. Meanwhile, 
the big shots of the Republican party 
will continue to point with pride to the 
“law of supply and demand.” 

-The simple truth is that the Republi- 
cans-are not going to do anything that 
does not meet with the whole-hearted 
approval of the fatcats of big business. 
This prediction is predicated on the rec- 
ord of the Republican party for the last 
50 years. Humanitarianism is ‘a ‘word 
at which the Republican party sneers, 
not because it is long and unwieldy but 
because of its meaning. ‘That party 
seems to believe that ours is a govern- 
ment of the people who are not wealthy, 
by the people who are politicians, for 
the people who have scads of money. 

Voters who can’t find a decent place 
to live and these whose savings are 
evaporating via the high cost of living 
would do well to consider the outlook 
carefully before they vote in Novem- 
ber.
